WASHINGTON (W—Rep. Morgan 
M. Moulder»resigned as chairman 
today and two aides quite as staff 
members of a House subcommit­ 
tee which had been investigating 
alleged misconduct in federal reg­ 
ulatory agencies 


They 
resigned a* a result of 
the subcommittfea’s action Monday 
night in firing its chief counsel, 
Dr 
Bernard Schwartz. 
Schwarts 
had accused the subcommittee ma­ 
jority of trying to “whitewash” his 
charges of White House “influ­ 
ence” on decisions of the Federal 
Communications Commission. 
Schwartz excepted Moulder, but 
the 
Missouri 
Democrat told his 
colleagues he had found it impos­ 
sible to carry on the investigation 
under the circumstances, 
The ll man subcommittee met 
in secret session to receive Moul­ 
der’s formal 
resignation and to 
quiz Schwartz, subpenaed to ap­ 
pear and surrender all of his files. 
Schwartz’ two chief assistants in 
the investigation, paul S. Berger 
and Herbert M. Wachtell, also re­ 
signed this morning. 


“ Powerless as Chairman** 


Before goln^ before the subcom­ 
mittee, Schwartz called it a “kan­ 
garoo court" that “ makes a star 
clwHwbef proceeding look Uke a 
paragon of virtue.” 
Moulder read to the subcommit­ 
tee a statement in which he said 
he had “diligently applied my Oma 
and efforts” to carry out a suc­ 
cessful investigation of the gov­ 
ernment's regulatory bodies. 
Rut he said he had found him­ 
self 'powerless as chairman with­ 
out the usual and customary au­ 
thority delegated to a chairman 
by the support of a majority of 
a congressional committee.” 
H i 
said also he had been unable to 
| prevent “dissension and disagree­ 
ment among the members . . .** 
Moulder said he would continue 
as a member of the subcommittee 
I “ to secure an objective and thor­ 
ough investigation.” 
Rep. (iron Harris (D-Ark.), chair­ 
man of the full Roust- Commerce 
Committee, assumed the subcom­ 
mittee chairmanship as the secret 
session began. 
Deny Whitewash Charges 
Schwartz arrived at the subcom­ 
mittee hearing with an armful of 
documents and papers to help him 
testify. 
Schwartz, 34, a New York Uni­ 
versity 
law 
professor on leave, 
told United Press his firing meant 
the investigation 
“now has 
as 
much chance as a snowball in 
hell.” 
i 
“ I find I am in apparent dis­ 
agreement with the majority of 
the members of the committee,” 
Mouldei said. - “ I am very unhap­ 
py because Schwartz was dismiss­ 
ed.” 
Schwartz specifically exempted 
Moulder and Reps. John E. Moss 
(D Calif ), Peter Mack Jr. (D ill.) 
and 
Charles Wolverton (R-N.J.) 
from his whitewash charges. 
Rep, John Bell 
Williams (D- 
Miss.), a subcommittee member 
who was included in Schwartz’s 
charge, called the counsel a “ con­ 
temptible liar.’’ Williams declared 
there was “ no evidence” to sup­ 
port the whitewash allegation.

Bennett (R-Mich.), said Schwartz 
had done a “lot of screaming about 
the evidence he has” and will be 
given a full opportunity to present 
“ any and all information he has 
of dishonesty and corruption” in 
the FCC.

Your Income Tax 
Filing Regimen*:, Personal Exemptions 


H, J W hite, D irector of the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service for this dis­ 
trict today listed those who must 
file a F ederal income tax retu rn 
for 1957 and he also outlined the 
rules for claim ing personal exem p 
tions and exem ptions tor dep en d­ 
ents. 
Every citizen or resident of the 
United 
States, 
including minors, 
who had $600 or m ore gross income 
in 1957 m ust file. 
If 65 or over 
by Janu ary I. 1958, no return 
s 
required unless gross income was 
at least $1,200. 
Those with less 
income should file to obtain a re ­ 
fund of any tax withheld from their 
salary or wages. 
* 
There is one exception to these 
general rules: 
if you are a self- 
emplo.ved person ( i e , if you are 
carrying on a trade or business as 
a sole proprietor, as a m em ber of 
a partnership, or rendering serv­ 
ices as an independent contractor) 
you must file an income tax re ­ 
turn and pay a self em ploym ent 
tax if you have net earnings from 
your self-em ploym ent of $400 or 
more, even though your gross in­ 
come is less than $600. 
R eturns should be filed a- soon

M ILW A UK EE (FE) - T w c n t y 
firem en and a policeman were hos­ 
pitalized for smoke inhalation or 
frost bite Monday night battling a

Unofficial dam age estim ates ran

Dozens of firem en were still at 
the icy scene this m orning trying 
to quell stubborn flames inside the 
. charred ruins of a two story brick 
I building which housed a jew eler,

Also destroyed was an adjacent 
cam era shop. 
Residents of th ree 
houses in the fire area we re told 
; to vacate, but more than 150 fire 
! men and 20 pieces of equipm ent 
kept the flames from spreading. 


The firem en fought the flames 
more than three hours in zero tem 
perature before bringing them un 
der control. 
Many of those treated 
for smoke inhalation and frost bite 
returned to duty. 
Five firem en anil a policeman 
were still hospitalized today.
